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This is the story about a culture that selects an orphan child to bring-up as nobility. She is a 
complete unknown street-urchin chosen at birth to raise as royalty within a kingdom. All pander 
her every whim as royal family of highest pedigree. She leads a luxurious life of learned 
helplessness. This kingdom’s apparent act of charity is a curse: betrayal of innocence to one 
without choice but to trust her betrayers. Upon reaching age 20, a cruel fate rocks to shatter the 
princess’s world. Royalty strips the adopted one of privilege for return to her native-rabble- 
masses, as originally found: a helpless, dependent and ignorant adult-infant except now 
handicapped with a belief that she is a princess for all to serve. Palace guards lead the woman- 
child through castle gates then summarily banish her forever into an unknown, cold and alien 
world; one where she must fend for self without any life-skills. Servants, under royal orders once 
obeyed her but now spurn the outcast woman completely. In this foreign reality, as if within 
palatial luxury, she demands other people to meet her needs. The woman-child knows how to do 
nothing else. Strangers scorn and ignore her neediness, for without payment or compensation 
society considers her unreasonable requests rude and self-centered indulgences: the world is 
selfish; one must earn the right to live in it and not burden anyone else. Survival without social 
safety nets reduces her to less than beggar status. She competes with alley rats and dogs begging 
table scraps and garbage to eat while living in filthy hovels or worse. Because of her innocence, 
fate turns crueler in most cases as she attracts abusive, destructive and exploitative elements. 
Survival is thin without a means of exchange to purchase necessities; prostitution, menial labor 
and other mistreatment often leads the story to a heartbreaking end. This one remains pending as 
neither happy nor sad. She understands none of why life treats her so. Every being on this planet 
teaches its young how to survive — all but humans. Learned helplessness is slavery; it is a curse 
of ignorance taught to someone. Too many parents do that to their children by selfishly keeping a 
child dependent upon them, not for the child’s welfare - but for parental comfort that is born from 
their insecure anxieties. The imprisonments of fear, ignorance and learned dependence are the 


cruelest forms of oppression and slavery.
